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A  Festival  was  given  to  the  scholars,  on  Thurs¬ 
day  evening,  December  28th,  1871,  and  on  the 
Sunday  following  five  female  scholars  received, 
as  a  reward  for  punctual  attendance,  a  handsomely 
framed  certificate ;  and  also  six  female  and  five 
male  scholars  each  received  a  book  for  being  the 
next  most  punctual  in  their  attendance  at  the 
Sunday-schooL 

The  Anniversary  services  were  held  January 

«/  V 

21st,  and  were  conducted  by  the  Rector.  The 
Church  was  dressed  with  evergreens.  The  em¬ 
blem  was  a  series  of  arches  over  the  pulpit  and 
reading  desks.  The  words,  The  Saviour,”  were 
inscribed  on  the  centre  arch.  “  The  Wages  of 
Sin  is  Death”  on  that  to  the  right,  and  ‘‘The 
Gift  of  God  is  Eternal  Life  ”  on  the  left.  Upon 
a  shield,  suspended  from  the  middle  arch,  was 
inscribed  the  yearly  text,  “Thou  shalt  call  his 
name  Jesus.”  Each  class  contributed  with  its 
Missionary  Offering  boquets  of  flowers,  which 
were  arranged  as  a  border  round  the  text  on  the 
shield.  A  gas  jet  over  all,  representing  the  Sun, 
was  lighted  up,  and  added  greatly  to  the  appear¬ 
ance  of  the  whole  emblem.  Altogether  it  was 
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one  of  the  most  delightful  anniversary  occasions 
in  the  history  of  the  school. 

Measures  are  now  being  taken  to  form  a  Young 
People’s  Association  in  connection  with  the  school, 
wliich  it  is  hoped  will  add  to  its  numbers,  and  in¬ 
crease  its  cfficicnc}'  and  usefulness.

The  time  has  come  for  the  Annual  Report.  In 
sending  it  forth  it  is  but  right  to  mention  how 
nobly  the  congregation  responded  to  the  cry  of 
distress  which  came  to  us  from  Chicago,  that  be¬ 
fore  opening  the  Dorcas  we  had  forwarded  six 
l)Oxcs  containing  valuable  assistance  to  that  scene 
of  disaster. 

Tlie  Dorcas  Society  held  its  annual  meeting 
November  8,  1871. 

Since  that  time  we  have  had  nine  meetings,  and 
five  members  have  constituted  an  average  at¬ 
tendance. 

The  epedemic  prevailing,  the  Society  did  not 
resume  to  its  usual  extent,  its  work. 

One  piece  of  muslin  and  §5  was  received  from 
one  of  the  Parish,  and  various  articles  of  comfort¬ 
able  clothing  from  others. 
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Thirty-four  articles  were  made  and  dispensed 
by  the  Society.  Alpaca  for  a  woman’s  dress, 
also  11  yards  of  calico  and  3  yards  of  Canton 
flannel  were  made  up  by  the  recipients. 

The  Branch  Dorcas  Society  held  its  meetings  in 
the  evenings  in  one  of  the  lower  rooms  of  the 
church,  occurring  every  two  weeks,  consisting 
generally  of  twelve  members. 

A  box  filled  with  a  comfortable  supply  for  a 
needy  missionary,  has  been  forwarded  to  a  distant 
field  in  our  own  country. 

May  we  ever  be  encouraged  to  press  onward  in 
our  work  by  those  choice  words,  ‘‘  He  that  giveth 
to  the  poor  lendeth  unto  the  Lord.”

CONCLUSION. 

It  will  be  seen  from  tlie  report  of  the  Ac¬ 
counting  Warden,  that  there  has  been  a 
marked  improvement  in  the  financial  condition 
of  the  Church ;  instead  of  an  annual  deficiency, 
there  has  been  a  reduction  of  the  deficiency 
in  the  general  fund  of  $747  10. 

It  will  be  also  observed,  that  in  addition  to 
this  material  decrease  of  the  general  indebted¬ 
ness,  the  fioating  debt  of  the  Church  has  been 
diminished  to  the  amount  of  $1,188  35,  with 
a  balance  in  this  fund  of  $1,166  07,  which  is 
sufficient  to  meet  all  the  claims  against  it ;  so 
that  the  Sinking  Fund  has  virtually  accom¬ 
plished  the  object  for  which  it  was  originated, 
namely,  the  liquidation  of  the  floating  debt  ot 
the  Church. 

The  revenue  of  the  Church  is  now  sufficient 
to  meet  the  current  expenses,  with  the  ex¬ 
ception  of  the  annual  ground  rent  and  the 
premium  upon  it,  amounting  to  $921  00.  I 
would  earnestly  recommend  that  in  future  this 
amount  be  provided  for  by  subscriptions  in¬ 
stead  of  as  formerly  by  Church  Collections, 
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aud  to  this  end  I  would  suggest  that  the 
amount  heretofore  subscribed  to  the  Sinkiua: 
Fund  be  devoted  to  this  object,  and  I  would 
specially  request  every  member  of  the  Church 
to  subscribe  something  annually  or  semi-annu¬ 
ally  to  this  Ground  Rent  Fund. 

While  I  sincerely  congratulate  the  members 
of  the  Congregation  upon  the  present  gratify¬ 
ing  condition  of  our  finances,  I  trust  we  shall 
not  rest  satisfied  until  the  deficiency  in  the 
general  fund  has  been  met. 

Although  several  of  our  active  and  valued 
communicants  have  been  removed  from  the 
Church  militant  to  the  Church  triumphant, 
yet  we  have  as  a  Congregation  been  remark¬ 
ably  spared  from  the  pestilence  that  has  been 
raging  with  such  unusual  mortality  during 
the  past  winter.  It  becomes  us  to  sing  and 
give  thanks  “  to  the  Lord  who  has  kept  us 
alive.^^  “  May  our  hearts  be  duly  impressed 
with  a  sense  of  God^s  merciful  goodness,  and 
may  we  devote  the  residue  of  our  days  to  an 
humble,  holy  and  obedient  walking  before 
Him  through  Jesus  Christ,  our  Lord.^^ 
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I  cannot  bring  this  Annual  lleport  to  a 
lose  without  acknowledging  your  kindness 
nd  sympathy  for  me  during  my  severe  illness. 

;  feel  that  my  life  has  been  spared  only  in 
Liiswer  to  your  earnest  prayers  on  my  behalf. 

L  am  not  insensible  either  to  your  affection  or 
he  mercy  of  our  Heavenly  Father  in  thus  far
